It ha* been many ye*rg.sin*e Southern Alberta, ha* 

received so much snow so early in a winter. The Vulcan 
area is now covered with a foot-deep blanket of the 
white stuff and it’s definitely going to be a white 
Christmas. 

Most farmers are now feeding cattle and some 
losses due to last week’s blizzard have been reported. 
Temperatures have moderated somewhat from the 30 
below range of last week but are still staying around the 
zero mark and no immediate change is expected. 

With Christmas travel in the offing, biggest hazard 
at the moment is wind, which would soon create blizzard 
conditions and blocked roads. 




'64 Building Permits $716,050 


Building permits issued in Vulcan during the year 
1964 totalled $716,050 in value, according to town secre¬ 
tary M. K. Sinclair. 

Two-thirds of this total is accounted for by the 
new vocational wing of the County Central High School, 
for which the building permit was $524,000. The new 
post office, now nearing completion, was $30,000 and 
other commercial construction and improvements 
amounted to $18,600. Residential construction and im¬ 
provements totalled $143,450. 

In 1963, building permits totalled $462,300, includ¬ 
ing $200,000 for the senior citizens home. The big jump 
this year is attributable to the new school wing and re¬ 
sidential construction is also up.
